The new 
rules committee is entitled to take 
office, with the house believing that, 
although its! decisions may not be 
ultra progressive, they will at least 
be . fair and free from unreasonable 
prejudice., 


A dozen events have occurred with- 


in the last week to teach' 
the old 


guard the danger of overplaying their 
game, and now that Cannon appears 
to be muzzled, men of lees force and 
authority in the house may be exr 
pected to 'worts for the good of the 
party more than for the maintenance 
9f personal power. ' 


Tho Insurgent Republicans have re- 


ceived a good many telegrams criti- 
cizing them for not making a fight in 
the caucus for the appointment of one 
of their number on the rules commit- 
tee, but (hey are not disturbed by this 
criticism.
